NO LACK OF LITHO STONES.

on which drawings in process of 


lithography arc «lotie are found in differ- 
ent «ec-ti'ins of this country, but they are 
of a poor quality. Their clayey substance 
Is mixed with gritty particles which in- 
to; Ore with the smooTning of the dabs 
to a perfect surface. Hence lithographer* 
in this country hare to depend upon a 
foreign supply of these stones. Hereto- 
fore the supply has been sufficient, but 
every little while the rumor is circulated 
that it soon will be insufficient. The best, 
iudeed nearly all, of these stones come 
from Bavaria, and our consul at Nurem- 
berg has reported on the subject to tbe 
state department. 


According to him most of the ground 


beneath which the litho stones He belongs | 
to the communities of Solnhofeu and 
Moernsheim, and therefore each of these 
communities hits a share in the ground. 
From time to time each of the communi- 
ties measures out a new stretch ot land 
and divides it into lots, and each home- 
stead owner gets his part. He either can 
explore the ground himself or sell his 
claim to one of the larger owners. The 
ground itself, after it has been deprived 
of its costly treasure, becomes again the 
property of the community. One •would 
suppose that these communities are rich, 
but these Solnhofeners never have under- 
stood how to utilize the monopoly "which 
they practically possess. They undersold 
each other, and the result was that up to 
about a year ago their profit was modest. 
In January, 1899, they formed a combi- 
nation and now get more satisfactory 
prices. 


The blue or gray stones arc the most 


costly, as they are harder and better for 
engraving, and more copies can be: obtain- 
ed from them. Being harder, they stand 
the polishing on both sides better than 
the yellow ones and therefore arc used 
chiefly for exportation to the United 
States. In fact, the United States takes 
only these double faced stones, which, can 
be worked by the printer from both sides. 
The Germans, on the other hand, are 
wont to use single faced stones. Every 
stone does not take polish, ou both sides. 
A stone may be good on one side while 
on the other it is unfit for use, has flaws, 
splits, etc. finch blemishes are not al- 
ways apparent on the surface, but may 
come out when the stone is -worked upon 
by the printer. It requires, therefore, 
skilled workmen who have been in tbe 
rade from their childhood to see that 
none but good stones leave their bauds.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

Men, MoBkey* and Honea. 


Perspiration is almost peculiar to men. 


monkeys and hordes. Hones sweat all 
over the body, and so do human beings, 
but monkeys, it is said, sweat only on 
the hands, fret and face. The use of 
perspiration is mainly to cool the body 
by its evaporation, although it is gener- 
ally believed that waste materials are 
also excreted through the sweat glands 
when the action of the kidneys is inter- 
fered with. In animals that perspire but 
little the cooling of the body is effected 
by evaporation from the lungs, as we see 
in the case of a panting dog. 


The amount of perspiration varies 


greatly, according to the temperature of 
the surrounding air, the condition of 
health, the degree of exercise taken, the 
amount of fluids imbibed, etc. The av- 
erage amount of perspiration is thought 
to be about two pints a day, but this is* 
of course much increased in hot weather. 


In damp weather evaporation from the 


skin is lessened, and so one seems to per- 
spire more profusely than in dry weath- 
er, but this is only apparent, for really 
transpiration is lessened when the at- 
mosphere is charged with moisture. 


Hyperhidrosis is the medical term used 


to denote an abnormal increase in per- 
spiration. This increase may be general 
from the entire body or confined to some 
particular part, as the face, the hands or 
the feet. Profuse sweating is very com- 
mon in cases of debility and in excessive- 
ly stout persons. It occurs also in con- 
nection with various diseases, such ns 
consumption (night sweats), pneumonia, 
inflammatory rheumatism and certain 
nervous disorders. Sudden emotion may 
cause increased perspiration. 


The opposite condition, a great diminu- 


tion or absence of sweating (anhidrosis), 
is much rarer and occurs usually in con- 
nection with some disease of the skin. 
Sometimes the character of the secretion 
is changed, and cases of black, blue, gray, 
yellow or red sweating have been de- 
scribed. 


The treatment of profuse perspiration 


depends upon the cause. Tonics, cold or 
cool bathing, especially salt bathing, tem- 
perate exercise and rubbing of the skin 
,are useful in cases dependent upon gen- 
eral debility or obesity. 
Spraying or 


sponging the body with, brandy and wa- 
ter, vinegar and water or a solution ot 
tannin or of boric acid is useful. 


Certain drugs which have a tendency 


to dimmish perspiration are sometimes 
employed to reduce the night sweats ot 
consumptjoh when these are so excessive 
a» t^'cakeEr tfa^ already-debilitated pa- 
tient and to prevent much needed sleep. 
—Youth's Companion. 


FISHING IN POLYNESIA. 


Hook the Finny Tribe* Wit* 


Fluhhooki Grown, on Tree*. 


A party of palu fishers are ready to set 


out from the little island of Nanomaga. 
the smallest but most thickly populated 
of the Ellice group. The night must be 
windless and moonless, the latter condi- 
tion being absolutely indispensable, al- 
though, curiously enough, the fish will 
take the book on an ordinary starlight 
night. Time after time have I tried my 
luck with either a growing or a waning 
moon, much to the amusement of the na- 
tives, and never once did I get a palu, 
although other nocturnal feeding fish bit 
freely enough, notably a monstrous spe< 
cles of sea perch called la-heu. 


The tackle used by the natives is made 


of cocoanut sennit, four or eight strand- 
ed, of great strength and capable of 
holding a 15 foot shark, should one of 
these prowlers_seize the bait. The hook. 
Is made of wood—in fact, the same as in 
used for ihark fishing—about one inch 
and a half in diameter, 14 inches in the 
shank, with a natural curve, the barb, or 
rather that which, answers the purpose 
of a barb, being supplied by a small 
piece lashed horizontally across tbe top 
of the end of the curve. 


These peculiar 
wooden, hooks are 


grown. The roots of a tree called ngua, 
whose wood is of great toughness, are 
watched when they protrude from a 
bank and trained into the desired shape. 
Specimens of these may be seen in al- 
most any ethnographical museum. To 
sink the line coral stones of three or 
four pounds' weight are used, attached 
by a very thick piece of sennit, or bark, 
which, when the fish is struck, is always 
broken by its struggles and falls off, tb.ni 
releasing the line from an unnecessary 
weight. It is no light task hauling in a 
thick, heavy line hanging straight up and 
do\\ u for a length of from 75 to 100 fath- 
om* or more.—Chambers' Jourtai.

"I once saved $1,800 and my gold 


watch by giving a highwayman two 
drinks of whisky at just the proper 
time," said Bassell Ilowell of Kochester 
at the Coates House.

THE TREATING HABIT. 


"While I vrns in Eonisville Recently," 


said a New Orleans sporting man the 
other night, "I had my attention called 
to a massive old fashioned poker table 
which stands in one corner of the loung- 
ing room at a club much frequenft'-d by 
horsemen. On the green baize cloth, at 
opposite sides, are a number of carious 
little stains, in which minute fragments 
of red sealing was can he seen on close 
inspection. The table in never used for 
card playing at present, and the story 
told in connection with it is really re- 
markable. 
"One afternoon several years ago a 


party of four turfmen, all at that time 
pretty well known in sporting circles, 
started a game of poker in one ot the lit- 
tle back rooms of the club. They rocked 
along for several hours without doing 
much damage, one way or the other, 
when suddenly an exciting tussle began 
over a jack pot. 
"In a few moments the man who open- 


ed it dropped out, followed by one of the 
•thers, leaving the remaining two players 
to fight for the spoils. One of them was 
a bookmaker 
from Chicago, and the 


other was a man from Syracuse who 
used to be a partner in a famous 'art gal- 
lery' bar. 
I don't care to identify them 


any closer than that. The Chicago man 
began the trouble by betting $100, which 
the New Yorker saw and raised $250. 
The bookmaker came back with $1,000, 
and when he counted out the money he 
noticed that he had about exhausted his 
roll.•' That oversizes me,' said the Syra- 
cuse man. 'I haven't got $1,000, or a 
quarter of it, in my leather, hut if you'll 
give me half an hour to go out and rustle 
I'll stay with you till the cows come 
home.' 


"Well, the proposition, as the story 


goes, was accepted, and the question then 
arose as to what should be done in the 
meantime with the two hands. It was 
finally suggested to lay them face down 
on the table and fasten them there with 
sealing wax. The idea seemed good and 
was adopted. A dab of melted wax was 
dropped at the corners of each of the 
pasteboards, and both players stamped 
the seals with private marks. The New 
Yorker used a cameo ring, the other 
simply making an impression with his 
thumb. 
The money on the table was 


locked in the safe, and both men there- 
upon rushed out to replenish, agreeing 
on an hour's limit. 


"Now comes the queer pait of the sto- 


ry. The bookmaker wont straight to a 
personal friend who was proprietor of a 
certain big gambling house and borrowed 
$".500. He started back on a dead run 
with the money in his baud find while 
crossing the street was knocked down by 
a cab. One of the front wheels passed 
ovc**iiis shoulder, and he was picked up 
unconscious and taken to a hospital. 


"Meanwhile the other player bad hunt- 


ed up a wealthy distiller of his acquaint- 
ance, told him in strict confidence what 
ho had and was on the point of securing 
a loau when a constable walked up and 
arrested him on a charge of swindling. 
The case had grown out of some race 
track transaction, and {here was really 
nothing to it, but it was enough to give 
him considerable annoyance, and it was 
late at night before he succeeded in fix- 
ing up a bond. 
"Next day the condition of the book- 


maker was still very serious, and as noi- 


• ther man had returned within the hour 


his friends insisted that the pok«r affair 
should stand just as it was until he got 
better. The Syracuse man wanted tho 
stakes taken down, but tho others would 
not agree, and a week or so later he was 
obliged to go home on some business. 
Meanwhile the table was locked in the 
cardroorn, and nobody was allowed to go 
near it. 
"When tho bookmaker was able to 


talk, he protested vehemently against 
any division of the money. 'Let that 
game stand until I can go and play my 
hand out," he said. But he was nevor 
able to do it, and, after lingering nearly 
half a year, he suddenly got pneumonia 
and died. Less than a week afterward 
the 
Syracuse 
man was accidentally 


drowned while out boating with some 
friends off Long Island. That left things 
in a very peculiar situation. 


"The manager of the club wanted to 


divide the money in the safe between the 
two estates, but the bookmaker's broth- 
er, who was his executor, objected vigor- 
ously, insisting that the last bet had nev- 
er been called, and consequently the New 
Yorker had lost. Then the di&tiller. who 
had agreed to back his Syracuse friend. 
offered to make the call good, and the 
two original players who had dropped 
out and who were still in the city begnu 
to clamor for the return of their money, 
amounting to about $50 npicce, on tho 
ground that everything should be de- 
clared off on general principles. 
Alto- 


gether it was the worst mixod up affair i 
that ever happened. 


"Finally flic matter was left by agree- 


ment to a prominent Louisville business 
man who knew nothing about cards, but 
had a high reputation for honesty and 
common sense. lie declared that the 
two players who had dropped out hnd 
no claim on the pot, and, ,as nobody could 
remember exactly how the preliminary 
betting had stood, that two-thirds of the 
lump sum should ^go to the representa- 
tives of the bookmaker and one-third to 
the estate 'ot 'the New Yorker. To pre- 
vent endless debates and squabbles in 
future he also directed that the cards 
should be removed from the cloth, face 
down, and destroyed without exposure. 


"These instructions wore carried out 


to the letter, although it nearly broke 
the hearts of numerous friends of both 
parties not to get a look at the two 
hands. The cards were carefully detach- 
ed one by one and burned in tho grate 
without being turned over. After such 
an experience nobody cared to piny on 
the old table again, and it was relegated 
to R corner as n curiosity. I'm told there 
was a good deal of wax on the cloth 
originally, nml, although most of it has 
bcon dusted awny. enough still remains 
to indicate tlio position of every card."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

from dcting so lest he would observe me 
paying and feel mortified. 
The others 


looked 'bewildered and said nothing, but 
the fiiend who joined us at the door took 
early occasion to excuse himself and 
walk •ftf. 
He is a fine type of the old 


school,- ,hospitable southerner, and I am 
sure he Kelt extremely indignant at what 
he considered an exhibition of foreign 
boorishm >ss. 


"The fi ict is that our American custom 


of 'treating* is almost entirely unknown 
in maujr\ parts -of Germany and else- 
where in\ Europe. There it would bo 
considered* very bad form to offer to pay 
for the refreshments of a chance ac- 
quaintance, , and our friend from Breslan 
was simply departing himself according 
to the custom of • his country. When he 
becomes better acquainted with Amer- 
ican idiosyncrasies, I am sure he will be 
covered with chagrin.

The Rev. I^avid A. Canon, a graduate 


of the Union Missionary Training insti- 
tute, Brooklyn, Rives an interesting pic- 
ture of his African home: 


*'My room in a arat little but of mud 


and thatch is 12 by 14 feet. The bed is 
constructed with branches, boles being 
augcred in posts for the sides and ends 
to be inserted. The support for the grass 
mattress is of leather thongs laced across 
both ways, thus holding all secure. 


'•My chair is the ssme. The table and 


washitand are of branches with reed mat 
tops. Thore are no boards. The desk is 
the same, with the inside case of my 
steamer trunk for a top: very good. 


"The windows are of white cloth, tack- 


ed to a frame which ran be opened right 
back and fastened to the wall. Hinges 
for doors and windows are of skin. No 
mats or rugs are used on the floor, as 
they harbor insects."

WASHINGTON, June 24th.—Tho navy 


department this afternoon made the fol 
lowing annonncament: 
"A telegram 


from Admiral Kempff, dated the 24th, 
says: lu ambuscade near Tien Tsin on 
the 21st, four nun of Waller's command 
were killed and seven wounded. Tba 
names will be furnished as soon as re- 
ceived. A force of four thousand is go- 
ing to the relief of Tieo Tsin today." 


Tne secretary of the navy today or 


dered Admiral liemey to proceed on the 
cruiser Brooklyn to Takn and also 
tender General McArthur conveyance for 
any army troops that be may wish to 
sand. This means that Taku is to be 
made the headquarters of the Asiatic 
squadron. 
The Brooklyn is expected 


to aail at once, today if possible, in 
order to get the admiral at Taku 
quickly. The advantage of this move is 
not intended to be the strengthening of 
the fleet there by the addition of tbe 
Brooklyn, 
as tbe secretary of the 


navy believes that Admiral 
Kempfl'a 


fleet is quite adequate for all require- 
ments, but the purpose is to deal more 
directly with the Chinese situation than 
by the circuitous way of Manila. 
It 


will take tbe Brooklyn a week to reach 
Taku, which is two thousand miles 
from Manila. The fact that some of 
tLe troops are to go on Admiral Bemey'u 
Hag hip indicates the seriousness of the 
emergency. 
The navy department re 


ccived word today that the Oregon left 
Hong Kong for Taku last evening, 
two days ahead of her expected time. 
She carries one hundred and sixty-four 
suilora and marines brought to Hong 
Kong by the Zaflro. 
The distance 


from Hong Kong to T*ku is fifteen 
hundred miles and if the Oregon goes 
by her record, she should get there in 
six days, or at the same time that the 
Brooklyn arrives.

Wine Into Water. 


"Speaking jf deep sea pressure," said 


one of the oflu-ers, of the training ship 
i'rninc, "did joti evt-r hear Of the experi- 
ment of iuwciing a bottle of champagne 
und fiirciiiK in the cork? Xo? \Vt-JJ, it's 
i<T.V ruiinUh. 1 saw it dono t\heu I was 
cm the Ileio during its Pacilie cruise, 
t:i!.in^ (]<•<•!< vnindiugb. 
Au offict-r on 


lxjiir-1 offered to wager that if a bottle of 
champagne was let down to a certain 
depth it would come up tightly corked, 
bin full of halt water. Buiuebody took 
him up, and tht- experiment was at OIK-B 
tiled. 


"A quart bottle of champagne was se- 


eun-d from the wardroom aud attached 
to the caiinoii ball weight used on the 
deep sounding apparatus. They let it 
down, how far I don't remember, but it 
was several thousand feet, and when 
they began to hoist there was naturally 
a great deal of curiosity. 


"All bands clustered about the rail, 


and wlK-n the bottle appeared it was ea- 
gerly examined. The cork was firmly in 
place, although it looked as if it had 
heen badly crushed or jammed, and, mi- 
raculous as it may seem, tbe stuff inside 
was undeniably s«a water. 
Everybody 


could testify that the bottle went down 
full of champagne, and how the trans- 
formation was effected was a first class 
mjhtery to most of those present. 


"Yet the explanation was very simple. 


When the bottle reached a certain depth, 
the pressure drove the cork right down 
into the body of it. The champagne then 
escaped, water under compression took 
its place, and in returning to the surface 
the cork, which was floating in the neck, 
was pushed up into its former position. 
Nevertheless it was a very surpising 
thing to witness. 


"They tried the same experiment with 


a bottle of beer, and when hauled back 
to the surface its cork was found sticking 
tightly in tbe neck, but turned bottom 
side up. It had evidently whirled around 
while the beer was going out and the sea 
water was going in aud happened to be 
reversed when the upward pressure drew 
it back into position. 


"The performance was of no special 


scientific value, but it gave us all a vivid 
realization of, tbe tremendous weight of 
water in those submarine depths. After 
such an object lesson it is easy to under- 
stand why a diver can go only a limited 
distance below the surface. 
If he had 


followed the bottle, he would have been 
smashed like an eggshell under a trip 
hammer."—Xew Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

There is a painful class of dream which 


may be labeled the inadequately clothed 
dream. 
In this class of dream it occurs
